From Own Shrubs 


More and more home owners are 
gathering Christmas trees from 
foundation plantings and shrubs 
around the house and garden, 

If done wisely and in modera- 
tion, Yuletime pruning and snipping, 
of trees and shrubs will greatly 
improve their appearance.

She feels the School Committee 
should transmit a fully-developed 
set of requirements; the Building 
Committee and its architect should 
then devise plans for construction 
which include the requirements, 

If, she noted, the full specifica- 
tions relayed to the Building Com- 
mittee make it obvious that only a 
new high school can be built - 
than that’s the way it will have to 
be. 

But Mrs, Moody expressed her

‘*Comment: I doubt whether ser- 
ious structural changes are needed 
as rapidly as implied. Structure 
has limited effect on the learning 
process, The chief benefit here 
may be economic, since deferred 
construction would postpone prin- 
cipal and interest payments. 

**Benefit 3: It is better to build 
a new high school than a new 
junior high because the need for 
new educational facilities occurs 
faster at the high school level than 
the junior high level. 

*“‘Comment: This is similar to 
the structural flexibility argument 
above, Although we must keep up 
with proven advances in learning 
techniques, the amount of obsole- 
sence existing in a building only 
a few years old cannot be serious, 
Adding to our present high school 
can provide at least some updating 
of our present facilities. Basicall; 
the question is: how dependent is 
the learning process on the design 
‘of the structure? 

**Benefit 4: A new high school 
would give us an uninterrupted 
6-3-3 system. Adding to the pre- 
sent high schoo] would put ninth 
graders into the high school one 
year sooner, and this would con- 
tinue for several years. 

“*Comment: Ninth graders would 
still be taught ninth grade subjects 
by ninth grade teachers. Problems 
of adolescence do not fit exactly 
into the three years prescribed by 
our educators. The handling of 
adolescent problems has little re- 
lation to mixing a 15-year-old 
child with older rather than 
younger children, or with the 
learning process, This may havea 
greater effect on our educators 
than on our children. 

‘*Benefit 5: Mixing elementary 
with upper-school children should 
be avoided as much as possible, 
Some movement of elementary into 
junior or senior high takes place 
for several years under eachplan, 
but moving them into the present 
junior high courses least disrup- 
tion, 

“Comment: Mixing is undesir- 
able, yet children of different age 
levels mix far more intimately at 
home and elsewhere than they do 
at school, This mixing has little 
to do with the learning process 
and may affect our educators more 
than our young children,

Considerable attention has been 
paid to a ruling from town counsel 
that the Selectmen have the right 
to supervise the manager

Charter Provision 

The charter paragraph dealing 
with purchasing reads as follows: 

“*The town manager shall pur- 
chase all supplies, materials and 
equipment except library books 
and related printed and audio- 
visual material, and shall award 
all contracts for all departments 
and activities of the town under 
his supervision; and he shall make 
all purchases, except school text 
books, for departments or activi- 
ties not under his supervision but 
only upon and in accordance witha 
requisition duly signed by the head 
of any such department,”’ 

A Mandate 

Proponents of the charter re- 
quirement note that the word 
**shall’? is used, implying that a 
mandate exists for the manager 
to perform these tasks, 

During the many discussions on 
this subject, members of the Com- 
mittee have explained that 
supplies, purchased centrally, 
need not be stored by the town, 
Rather, contracts are usually a- 
warded, and departmeuis allowed 
to draw on the supplier, after re- 
ceiving approval from the pur- 
chasing agent.

(Continued from Page One) 


Mr. Schlott says he anticipates 
actual building construction might 
begin at the site this winter, How- 
ever, he plans to sell the land to 
the manufacturing firm, which will 
construct its own building. 

Mr. Schlott owns an 85-foot 
access onto Chandler rd. from the 
96-acre industrial site, That land 
has 2,700 feet of frontage on Route 
93. 

When the proposal was presented 
to the Selectmen Monday night, 
Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
suggested that theSelectmen might 
want to give permission to use 
Chandler rd, for industrial pur- 
poses, The Selectmen and Town 
Counsel Fredric S, O’Brien were 
quick to point out that the zoning 
of the land automatically carries 
with it implied use of the access 
roads. Furthermore, the town can 
not restrict use of its public ways 
in the manner suggested by the 
manager. 

Mr. Duff also thought that the 
Selectmen should set forth re- 
quirements for the road into the 
site, because some day it may be 
before them for acceptance. 

He said there are no detailed 
requirements for such a road, 

Mr, O’Brien then hauled the 
Planning Board rules and regula- 
tions out of his briefcase and 
showed the manager where to find 
the specifications set forth by the 
town for such a street, 

Selectman Paul W. Cronin 
wanted to know why the manager 
hadn't simply presented the public 
information to Mr, Schlott, And he 
suggested to the manager: 

“If your number is up there for 
these people to call, you better get 
on the ball and learn the proper 
procedures’’. 

There also was a somewhat 
bitter argument concerning 
whether the proposal is a sub- 
division or not. Mr. Duff said it 

is not, at the moment, All the 
Selectmen, Mr. O’Brien and 
Planning Board Chairman Harold 
King stated that it is a sub-divi~ 
sion, They referred, for proof, 
to a letter read aloud to them by 
the manager, in which Mr, Schlott 
referred to someone who holds 
an option to purchase a portion of 
the site, 

This, the majority of those pre~ 
sent stated, established beyond any 
doubt that a sub-division willexist.
